Lt. Gov. Singel 
Encourages 
Summer Fill-Up 

Ll Gov Mark S Singel is 
encouraging all Pennsylvanians 
who heat their homes with 
propane or No 2 heating oil to 
fill their tanks now and avoid 
paying substantially higher prices 
later in the year 

"Prices arc at their lowest 
since last September." Singel 
said "Now is a good time to 
fill-up before the seasonal rise 
begins, usually in early Fall" 

The Lt Governor, who chairs 
the Pennsylvania Energy Office 
(PEO), noted that the PEO’s July 
31 heating oil survey reported an 
average retail price of $ 82 per 
gallon. Propane currently lists at 
51.02 per gallon. 

"We have seen over the last 
several years that heating oil 
Singel said. "Prices take a more 
notable increase in December" 

The It. governor noted that 
today's PEO heating oil survey 
reported an average retail price of 
$ 85 per gallon, a $.03 per gallon 
increase since July 31. Gasoline 
prices reflect the same $.03 per 
gallon average increase for the 
same period 

"As a nation we have done 
little in the last decade to reduce 
our dependence on foreign 
sources for crude oil and 
gasoline," Singel said. "I Firmly 
believe that as a stale and as a 
nation we must focus on 
developing non-petroleum 
alternatives such as compressed 
gas. methanol, ethanol and 
advanced fuel technologies to 
ensure our security."
